(BBG quoted its front line eorres|>ondent as saying the 
Americans have “captured and pushed beyond La Haye du 
Lints," 
The report was not immediately confirmed from 
other sources.) 
Allied patrols pushed through German defenses west of 
Caen at the eastern end of the Allied hattleline and reached 
the dock area without encountering any Germans, a report 
to supreme headquarters said. 
However, front line dispatches reported no indication that 
the Germans were abandoning their long-contested eastern 
pivot. 
It was believed the Germans were holding only parts 
of the town as strongpoints as the result of severe bombings. 
Only One Escape Bridge Remains 
Although all but one escape bridge from Caen, a pontoon 
bridge across the O n e river, had been destroyed, Roger D. 
Greene, a war correspondent, said the Germans still were 
strongly entrenched at Caen. 
The new American thrust was toward the west in the 
St. Jean de Dnye area eight miles north of the highway 
center of St. Lo.
